Last evening the firat annual banquat of the Nations)
Hely Alliance of Temperance waa given at Metropolitan
Hall. The hour sppointed for dinner was six o'closk
but the company wers not sdmitted till sevem o clock
The nombers present were by no means as great ns was
expected, Inthe lower part of the house thare were a
great mamy vocant seats, and the upper part was mot
half filled. The banyuet was a porry aflalr; but that
wss not the fault of Mr. Harding, the propristor of the
Hall, who supplied it—for the committes of managsmen®
only silowed him oxe dollar per head, whils they charged
three dollars to the publis, The attendanse was
very bad. There were probably from 1000 to 1,500
p-reops presemt, imeluding old and younmg, of Loth
soxes --men, women, anod childven. The ladiss
copstituted, perhaps, one half of the entlrs sassmblags
The individuals in the gallery lovked down very wistfully
en the viands below; but they did not lose half so mush
a# they imagined, and, bayond all doubt, they had more
vulue for fifty cents than the vietims ot the banqust for
three dollars. To make up for the poverty of the repast
Dodworth's Pand wae io attendanos, and also the Alls-
ghunisns, who discoursed some telerable music. Tha
stage was occupied by the great guns and lights of the
oceutlon, among whom were o goodly number of olergy-
men,  The lnity jncluded Hon. S8am Houston, Texas;

shd #ocinlly bound to give society the impression to the
full extent of cur power, Nor is this the whole of &
man’s responsibility., Ile inours the responsibility of &
futher to hus family, and of & husband to the woman of
his cholce—obligaticns whbich are held sacrad even
